Hon.  H illiaiii  (\  Sjiroiil,  (lorrnior  of  Hnni.sfjlraiiia. 

— W(‘,  the  Trustees  of  tlie  Western  State  Hospital 
io!-  liisaiK',  present  our  Tliird  Annual  He])ort  at  the  end 
of  the  Fiscal  Year,  .May  81,  1922. 

1 InuH'  has  l)(u*n  eonsidei'abh*  delay  in  the  eoinj^letion 
of  the  Colony  Ihiihliny  due  to  a strike  of  Steam  Fitters 
and  Plumbers  in  the  Pittshui-o'h  district:  The  contraet 

foi-  the  steam  fittino-  and  plumbino;  in  this  buildin"  havinpr 
been  ])lae(‘d  with  Pittsbur<:-h  Contractors.  The  work  has 
been  resumed  and  is  now  about  com])leted  and  the  build- 
iuy  can  soon  be  occupied. 

A survey  of  the  location  for  the  eni|)oundin»‘  reservoir 
Oil  Shirey  Kun  and  the  location  for  the  water  line  leading 
from  it  to  the  service  lu'servoir  near  the  hos])ital  site  has 
been  completed.  (’onsultin<>-  Eiioineei-,  E.  K.  i\Iorse,  reports 
liiat  an  8 inch  A\’ater  main  ■would  meet  the  re(}uirenients  of 
the  hospital  for  some  time,  but  recommends  a 12  inch  main, 
’^^hich  will  (b'livei-  tlie  water  by  fiTavity  and  furnish  a 
satisfactory  i)ressure  at  the  service  rescuwoir.  This  ])res- 
siii-e  will  be  maintained  in  the  fire  lim's  but  the  domestic 
service  will  be  at  a low(u-  pressui’e  from  the  service  reser- 
voir, the  capacity  of  wliicl)  will  be  over  8, ()()(), ()()()  jjallons. 

Th(‘  shoi-ta<>’e  of  water  at  tlie  hos])ital  has  been  criti- 
cal for  several  days,  on.  two  occasions,  during  flic  j)ast 
ceai',  when  all  tin'  availabh*  su]‘)ply  was  exhausted.  We  can 
s(  (“  no  relief  for  the  situation  at  this  time.  Tlie  Attorney 
General  has  <iiven  ns  an  ojiinion  that  the  funds  ai)pro]iriatcd 
by  tlie  last  Li'^islat  ure  can  not  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
])rovidiiifi:  a water  supply. 

Arran^emeiits  have  been  made  with  the  Penn.sylvauia 
Railroad  for  a siding  to  lead  from  a point  on  the  C'one- 
niaugh  Division  near  Dlairsville  Intersection  to  the  location 
of  the  contemplated  p'ower  house  at  the  hospital  site.  A 
satisfactory  location  and  grade  can  be  secured. 
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In  view  of  tlie  limited  appropriation,  many  of  the 
activities  at  the  iiospital  have  been  discontinued  and  the 
monthly  payroll  reduced  over  $2,000.00.  Some  excavating 
can  be  done  but  very  little  building  will  be  undertaken. 

The  heating  plant  at  the  IMain  Dormitory  building 
should  have  an  additional  boiler  as  the  load  on  the  one 
boiler  is  maximum  and  there  is  no  provision  for  cleaning 
the  boiler  or  in  case  of  an  accident  to  the  one  in  use.

.statistical  tables  are  attached  to  this  report.

Changes  in  Population 

11k*  nninb(*r  ol  patients  on  the  liospital  register  June 
1,  1921  was  !.)()  and  dui'ing  tin*  y(*ar  7o  jiatieids  have  been 
1 lanstci'rcd  to  tin*  liospital  by  the  ronunittee  on  Tninacy 
and  the  Director  of  tlu*  Bureau  of  iMental  Health  (The 
Biiri'aii  ol  i\l(“n1al  ll(“altli  taking  o\'er  the  Avork  Sejiteniber 
1,  1921  as  ])ro\  ided  by  „\c.t  of  Ass(*inbly)  making  a total 
of  211  under  ti'eatnicnt.  The  ])a1ien1s  admitted  were  68 
men  from  Bliihnh'lpbia  Hospital  for  .Menial  Diseases  on 
July  2(),  1921  and  12  men  fi'om  the  West moi'eland  C’ounty 
Home  on  December  29,  1921.  Tw(*nty  patients  were  dis- 
cbarg(“d  dni'ing  the  _\cai’;  lo  being  1 r;insfei-r(“d  to  Dixmont 
Hospital  by  the  autlifirity  of  tin*  Committee  on  Lunacy 
and  b discharged  on  the  authoi-ity  of  the  Suix'i-intendent. 
Hour  deaths  occurred;  8 from  l’iilmonai*y  Tulx'rculosis 
and  oiK*  from  the  intirmities  of  old  age. 

'flic  a\'cragc  daily  number  of  patients  actually  in  the 
hos])ital  was  174.19  and  the  a\'crage  daily  nnmb(*i*  on  ■\'isit 
nas  11.04.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  .May  81,  1!I22  the  hos- 
pital register  showed  1S7  jiatieiits  and  of  this  number  14 
wci'c  absent  I’l-om  tin*  liosjiital  on  parole.  'I’Ih*  daily  average 
number  of  patients  usefully  I'lnployed  during  the  yi'ai*  was 
N2^  of  the  |)opiilat ion.  'file  continued  beiietit  of  regular 
em])loyment  manifc'sts  it*<('lf  in  the  Ix'tter  li(‘alth  and  be- 
ba\ior  of  oiir  ])atients.  Besides  the  usual  woi’k  about  the 
farm,  hriek  j)laid  and  eonstruetion  woi*k  we  have  ])ur- 
el.'ased  a sewing  macliiin*  and  have  patieids  e!n|)loyed  at 
making  sheets,  pillow  ticks  and  sli|)s  as  well  as  i'ei>airing 
clot  b ing. 
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Very  little  acute  sickness  among  patients  and  em- 
ployees lias  been  found:  one  employee  liad  a rather  severe 

attack  of  pnenmonia  but  recovered.  Two  patients  had 
articular  rlieuniatism  affecting  several  joints  and  causing 
much  discomfort  and  confined  them  to  bed  for  some  time. 
During  my  absence  from  the  hospital,  A.  T.  Rutledge,  M.D., 
has  answered  any  medical  calls  liere.  Dr.  D.  L.  Young 
has  responded  to  calls  for  dental  work  among  the  patients. 

We  ivisli  to  thank  Miss  Margaret  Ray,  Rev.  J.  Norman 
Hunter,  Mr.  J.  G.  Gieb  and  l\Irs.  P.  B.  Andre  for  magazines 
furnished  to  the  patients;  also  Mr.  John  D.  Walker  for 
daily  copies  of  the  Johnstown  Tribune.  The  clioir  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Cliurch  of  Blairsville  and  tlie  Junior 
Chorus  of  tlie  First  Baptist  Church  of  Blairsville  have 
kindly  furnished  us  entertainment  witli  tiieir  singing  on 
several  occasions. 

The  Fourth  of  July,  Labor  Day,  Tlianksgivii;g  and 
Christmas  were  observed  in  an  appropriate  manner. 


Brick  Plant 

One  of  tlie  boilers  at  the  brick  plant  was  removed  and 
a new  boiler  installed.  The  old  boiler  was  then  placed  hi 
the  heating  plant  at  the  klain  Dormitory  where  it  was 
needed  badly.  It  can  be  used  in  that  capacity  with  safety 
as  a much  lower  head  of  steam  is  carried  for  heating. 
This  cliange  lias  been  approved  by  the  State  Boiler  Inspec- 
tor. The  plant  was  only  operated  part  time  from  Novem- 
ber 16th,  1921,  to  February  1,  1922,  and  was  closed  down  on 
account  of  the  large  stock  in  the  yard.  During  me  time 
it  was  in  operation  289,500  brick,  81,000  floor  tile  (6x6), 
23,000  base  tile  and  35,000  farm  drain  tile  were  manufac- 
tured. 


Construction 

The  limited  apjiropriation  for  construction  work  com- 
pelled a rearrangement  of  tlie  building  plans  for  Lie  year. 
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The  sli()i-t;ij.(.  of  wator  lias  Ikmmi  somowliat  rclicv.'d  hy 
|>!acin<:'  a small  pump  on  Hamnett  Uiin  and  pumpin<r  into 
a small  i-eservoir  to  supply  the  hoilei's  and  i-efi-i<-('ratiiu>’ 
maeliine.  Tin'  \voi-lc  on  the  permaiK'iit  reservoir  is  ]>ro- 
^ressiny  nicely  and  ^\•e  exiieet  in  a short  tinu'  to  liave  it 
compleled  to  the  heiyht  of  four  feet  and  jilaee  it  in  service. 
It  is  l.)0  Icct  in  dianu'ti'i',  hnilt  of  I'einfoi'cc'd  eonerc'ti*  and 
hen  eomjih'ted  Avill  he  20  fei't  hi<>h.  A section  of  lOSO 
teet  of  the  permanent  12  inch  sewer  has  been  lai.l  and 
eonm'cled  to  the  sewei-  of  the  ('olony  I>uildin«>’.  The  ex- 
ea\aliny  and  hack  fillino-  was  done  ('iitii'cly  hy  jiatients 
and  niiieli  stone  was  eneonntc'red  re(piirinf>-  hlastinir.  The 
exea  vat  ill"-  lor  the  ard  l>nildin>:'  is  pro<>’r('ssin<>'  and  should 
he  eomiiletrd  wilhin  a month.  We  ti'usl  the  available 
hinds  will  he  siillieient  to  <>'et  this  huildiii”'  und(*r  ''\‘a\'. 
Ivinipmeni  and  fiirnishinys  ari*  hi'ino-  placed  in  the  (’olony 
hiiildiny  and  it  will  he  I'cady  to  occupy  sometinu*  in  July. 
( hanyes  in  the  location  ol  the  Township  Road  throu<rh  tlu' 
lIos|)ital  grounds  was  taken  ii])  with  tiu'  Township  Supei’- 
\ :sors  and  a jiclition  presented  to  the  (’ourt  for  relocating 
the  I'oad  on  a line  which  will  In*  below  the  pi'csent  I'oad. 
Ibis  will  liirnish  a yrade  which  can  he  maintaiiu'd  mori- 
I'eonomieally  than  the  present  road  and  will  better  eon- 
lonn  to  the  proposed  roads  and  f;rounds  to  the  hosjiital 
huihlinys.  An  ayrc'enu'iit  satisfactory  to  the  Supervisors 
and  the  hospital  was  i-eaehed  and  woi-k  has  been  start('d 
on  the  new  location. 


Farm 

The  past  year  has  shown  ])leasin<r  ju-ojrrt'ss  in  tin*  ae- 
1i\ities  of  the  farm,  ^ranh'ii  and  daiiw.  AVe  have  been 
able  to  eh'ar  up  several  fields,  ri'loe.ate  and  build  fences, 
d'he  cultivated  ei'ojis  and  meadows  have  done  well.  The 
daii'y  herd  has  been  tested  each  year  for  tuberculosis  and 
none  have  ’ i-eaeted.  'fhe  I'emodeliii”:  of  tlu*  Frick  barn 
tor  the  dairy  and  the  buildinpr  of  the  silo  has  "reatly  im- 
proved the  eojiditiojis  for  the  herd,  which  was  jnoved  to 
till'  new  location  January  IS,  1922.  The  (piantity  of  milk 
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supplied  is  of  good  (pialitv  and  sufficient  to  provide  milk 
once  each  day  for  all  patients.  The  garden  vegetables  have 
been  sufficient  to  supply  our  needs  throughout  the  year. 
This  has  been  made  possible  b}’  the  erection  of  a root  cel- 
lar near  the  Gardener’s  Home. 

Attached  to  this  report  you  will  find  the  usual  statisti- 
cal tables  issued  by  the  hospitals  of  this  type.  In  closing 
I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you  gentlemen  for 
your  counsel  and  support.
